New Rochelle, N.Y. — It had 
to happen of course. The police 
have finally cracked down, ex- 
posing the New Rochelle Wo- 
men’s Club and the Colburn 
Memorial Home for the aged for 
what they really are. 

What looked for all the-world 
like long afternoons of fun, 
games and jelly beans among the 
ladies and the old folks in this 


proper New York suburb has . 


turned out to be at least a viola- 
tion of penal law section 1388. 

At least that’s what some 
law enforcement authorities 
claim. And this reporter is 
mighty suspicious after listening 
to confessions wrung from mem- 
bers of the Women’s Club. 

As police piece it together, 
the whole business started sever- 
al years ago when the junior 
section of the club voted to ex- 
pand its c¥viec activities. 

They were already taking 
eare of a Korean orphan, help- 
ing at a local centre for the 
handicapped, collecting .food 
and money for the Salvation 
Army and doing volunteer work 
at a hospital. 

So it was just a case of one 
thing leading to another when 
the ladies turned thelr civic 
eyes toward the Colburn Me- 
morial Home for the aged. 

What jolly fun it would be, 
they agreed, to have a monthly 
bingo game at the Home with 
socks and ties and writing paper 
for prizes and with homemade 
cookies, soda pop and jelly 
beans for refreshment. What 
jolly fun! 

Well, the road to hell is paved 
with good intentions. And bingo, 
according to the state’s Lot- 
tery Control] Commission, is one 
of the biggest paving blocks. 

According to the commussion 
chairman, Judge Richards (cq) 
Hannah, mingo has become such 
big business and entertainment 
and the temptations to defraud 
have become so great that a 
half dozen states have already 
passed regulatory laws and more 
will probably have to do so in 
the very near future 


In New York state alone, 


bingo accounts for about $40 
million worth of gate and prize 
receipts annually, With that 
much at stake, infractions of the 
regulatory laws are frequent 
enough to keep the commission’s 
18-man staff overworked while 
trying to help local police de- 
partments uphold the law. 

It was, therefore, many months 
before lottery control investiga- 
tors tumbled to what was going 
on in the New Rochelle old age 
home. 

The first break in the case 
came, as it often does, from an 
oversight by the guilty. The 
Women’s Club posted an an- 
nouncement in the local paper 
that its next bingo game would 
be held on... 

Following this flimsy clue, in- 
vestigators discovered all sorts 
of violations, There were no 
posted rules of playing. Finan- 
cial statements of the game 
were not filed with the commis- 
sion. No $10 license to play had 
been obtained.

Future Of Oil In 
The U.S. And Canada 


The National Planning Assn. 


has made a study of North 
America’s industrial raw mater- 
ials — petroleum, iron, coal, tim- 
ber and so on — for the next 20 
years. It has come up with some 
conclusions which are good, and 
some which (in the words of 
our favorite historian) need put- 
ting in perspective. 

First it finds that by 1980 the 
U.S. and Canada — which al- 
ready use half the world produc- 
tion of crude petroleum, a third 
of its iron ore and copper and 
four-fifths of its patural gas — 
will need twice the amount of 
industrial raw materials they 
now consume. This is based on 
the expected rise in the Gross 
National Products of the two 
countries. 


Second, it finds that the U.S. 
will have to. rely much. more 
heavily on Canada for petroleum, 
natural gas, iron ore and num- 
erous other raw materials. Can- 
ada in turn will become more 
dependent on the U.S. for coal, 
molybdenum and phosphate. All 
this will be to the mutua) bene- 
fit of U.S.-Canada trade. 


Third, ‘both countries will be- 
come increasingly dependent 


\. upon sources of supply outside 
| “the North American continent. 


|

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\1t is this last finding that 
concerns us, with particular re- 
ference to oil. History has shown 
and is showing now in Cuba and 
the Middle East, that we cannot 
rely too heavily on foreign re- 
sources. One day they are here, 
the next day they are ex- 
propriated. 

The question then arises, how 
are “the U.S. and Canada to be 
sure they can meet the demands 
of 1980, when all the oil produc- 
ed in the entire world’as of the 
present day would only just meet 
North American demands then? 
How, especially, in the face of 
the burgeoning needs and growth 
of the rest of other nations of 
the globe? 

There are some obvious, limit- 
ed-term answers. Conservation 
ia currently holding oil produc- 
tion in Oklahoma and other 
states well below capacity in 
anticipation of these growing 
demands; new exploration tech- 
niques have revealed unsuspect- 
ed oil reserves both here and 
abroad; and- new drilling 
methods Have put us within 
reach of oil once thought to be 
‘inaccessible. 

It is not disloyal to the oil 
industry, however, 16 foresee, as 
does the National Planning 
Assn., the day when the graph 
of the nation’s demand for ener- 
gy rises more steeply than the 
graph of the American oi] in- 
dustry’s potential. It. is no secret 
that new energy sources, notably 
atomic energy are being readied 
to fill that diverging gap. 

The oil industry itself has 
recognized this through its own 
dramatic diversification in re- 
cent years, And in that recogni- 
tion lies not a symptom of weak- 
ness in the industry, but one of 
its great strengths. 

Phillips Petroleum Co, has 
launched into the mining and 
processing of ees for the 
Atomic Energy sion, and 
is now reportedly running 81x 
nuclear reactors Kerr-McGee 
Oil Co. le developing new uren- 


ium fields. Research into other 
energy forms is under way with- 
out fanfare in several companies. 


This, of course, is only part 
of the diversification story From 
the petrochemicals of the new 
Sunray Chemical Co. to the 
production or odorants for natur- 
al gas by Helmerich and Payne 
of Tulsa, to the voting machines 
of Seiscor and the electronic and 
laboratory equipment of the 
Crescent Petroleum Corp., the 
oil industry is demonstrating its 
versatility in the face of new 
challenge and new opportunity. 


It ig a most logical develop- 
ment that the oil industry should 
put its established technical 
know-how, research facilities, 
and organization to work in these 
new fields. Who better to do it? 


We suggested some time ago, 
when Phillips was first expand- 
ing into the uranium business, 
that the company better rename 
itself. the Phillips Propulsion 
Co. Humble Oil Co., we note, is 
referring to itself these. days as 
an “energy company.” 

The evidence of the passing 
years is showing that every other 
oil company might consider the 
same role.

Mathematics 
Really Pays Off 


The nuclear physicist, glarfrour 
boy of the atomic age, has an 
important new Competitor for 
industry’s favour these days. 
He’s the mathematician. Industry 
needs him to design computers, 
break down complex formulas 
so computers can handle them, 
plot the trajectory of a missile, 
and figure out how to navigate 
a spaceship to Mars — as well 
as to solve other, more mundane 
business problems. 

Trouble is, many companies 
report there just aren’t enough 
to go around, Burroughs Corp. 
which now employs 100 mathe- 
maticians vs. only six a decade 
ago, agrees that the supply is 
“very, very short.” The mathe- 
matical-analysis department of 
Lockheed’s Georgia division, 
which employs 35 mathemati- 
cians, reports; “We're looking for 
ten right now.” 

To find its math wizards, in- 
dustry uses the standard busi- 
ness. practices — combing col- 
lege campuses, raiding other 
companies, sending the brightest 
of its math-minded employees 
back to college. Some firms in- 
vite top academicians to work 
for them during their summer 
vacations or locate their research 
facilities near the campus to 
get the prof in-his off hours. 
But the shortage persists. 
Recently, the National Broad- 
casting Co. unveiled a plan to 
get more people interested in 
random variables, statistical in- 
ference, and similar skull-crack- 
ing pursuits. With the backing 
cf such companies as General 
Goods, International Business 
Machines, du Pont, and U.S. 
Steel, it announced a course in 
probability and statistics on its 
170-station “Continental Class- 
room” ‘television show. 


And those who show a bent 
for higher mathematics can also 
look forward to higher pay. A 
Ph.D. in math can command 
$11,000 to $12,000 a year in in- 
dustry to start vs. $6,000 to $7,000 
in teaching. While many still 
prefer the calm, meditative life 
of the campus, others are prompt 
to give all that up. “Why,” says 
one ex-professor, “I've ¢ven 
given up my pipe.” From

Seeking A Link To 
Roman Britain 


What way did the Roman le- 
gions march from that part of 
Watling Street which is the mod- 
ern Edgware Road down to their 
galleys in the River Thames? 

An archaeological “dig” to find 
the link is a fascinating, if mi- 
eroscopic, offshoot of a two-year 
roadworks improvement scheme 
now going on to speed traffic 
from Oxford Street to the West 
Country. 

Watling Street is the early 
English name for the prem* road 
made by the Romans, running 
north through St. Albans (Veru- 
lamium) to Wroxeter (Viroco- 
nium), though the Elizabethans 
seem to have given the name to 
other Réman, or reputed Roman, 
roads. 

To find the missing link with 
the Thames the diggers were at 
work Jan. 15 on a site between 
Marble Arch and Orators Cor- 
ner, considered to be either a 
continuation of Watling Street 
or a Roman road junction 

Samples of earth, pottery, and 
wood from six feet below road 
level are to be analyzed in an 
attempt to solve what archaeolo- 
gists consider one of the most 
tantalizing mysteries of Roman 
London 


“We want to know where 
Watling Strect went after the 
point where the cinema. at 


Marble Arch now stands,” Fran- 
cis Celoria, archaelogical field 
officer of the London museum, 
said, writes Melita Knowles in 


a a a a 
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the Christian Science Monitor. 

Digging was carried out by 
the Thames Basin Archaeologi- 
cal Observers group. Bright win- 
ter sunshine played on the scene. 
Strollers in the park made a 
fringe of spectators round the 
rim. Down the pit the diggers 
included school boys and girls 
looking as though dressed for 
skiing, bearded young men in 
overcoats and rubber boots, and 
women in tartan slacks with col- 
lege scarves. * 

A layer of hard ballast and 
either clay or cement had been 
uncovered by builders excavat- 
ing to make a modern pedestrian 
subway 100 yards from Marble 
Arch itself in a direct line with 
the old Watling Street. 


An alternative, gruesome but 
logical explanation by one ob- 
server is that the site had been 
hardened watching the hangings 
on the Tyburn gallows just 
nearby.

Still Dangerous 
Stuff To Handle 


At 4 o'clock one afternoon re- 
cently, two young soldiers and 
a sailor entered SL-1 — Station- 
sry Low Power Reactor One — 
at the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion’s National Reactor Testing, 
Station near Idaho Falls, Idaho. 
Their job was to hook up the 
control rods that keep the. ura- 
nium core of the reactor from 
fissioning too fast and running 
away. Then SL-1, which the AEC 
is developing for remote Army. 
posts, could be started up after 
a ten-day layoff. 

At 9:02 p.m., the alarm bells 
in the fire station nearby started 
clanging. When rescuers entered 
the reactor building, they found 
a radiation level of over 1,000 
roentgens (450 to 500 is.lethal). 
The three young men were dead. 

What probably happened, ac- 
cording to several experts, was 
this: A slip-up with the control 
rods occurred, and the nuclear 
core started an uncontrollable 
chain reaction. The uranium fuel 
glowed blue-white with heat, 
turned the water in the core’s 
cooling jacket into steam, and 


and radiation killed the three 
men instantly, But the task of 
determining the precise se- 
quence, AEC Commissioner John 
A. McCone explained, “will be 
difficult because of the presence 
of radioactivity.” 5 

The three deaths were the first 
to be caused by a reactor, in a 
delicate enterprise whose safety 
record is almost perfect. But the 
accident worried the AEC none- 
theless. SL-1 is situated in an 
isolated spot, but what if there 
should be a slip-up in the huge 
atomic power plants now being 
built near large. cities? 


Flies Could Bury 
The Entire World 


The whole world covered in 
flies to a depth of forty-seven 
feet — it's a horrible thought!

Diluting the finishing rations 
for pigs with ground hay in- 
creases the number of grade A 


--earcasses despite the fact that 


fibrous feeds in finishing rations 
usually reduce the rate and ef- 
ficiency of gains. 

This was the conclusion reach- 
ed by C. D. T. Cameron, of the 
Canada Agriculture Experimen- 
tal Farm, Lennoxville, Que., fol- 
lowing tests there. 

es * * 


Mr. Cameron said that a 
standard finishing ration was 
compared with one in which 
ground hay (a timothy-red clover 
mixture) was used to replace 25- 
percent of the barley meal in 
a similar ration. The two finish- 
ing rations, one standard and 
the other altered were fed to 
separate groups of 24 Yorkshires, 
from 100 pounds to market 
weight. , ‘ 


Results showed that 92 percent 
of the carcasses from the herd 
fed the ration containing ground 
hay graded A compared with 71 
percent of those from pigs fed 
the standard, or unaltered ra- 
tion. 

But the pigs fed the standard 
ration gained weight more rapid- 
ly. Daily gains, according to Mr. 
Cameron, were 1.74 pounds for 
pigs on the standard ration and 
only 1.5 pounds for those fed 
hay in the ration. This, he point- 
ed out, means that pigs on the 
ration containing hay require 10 
days longer to reach market 
weight. This extra 10 days, figur- 
ed in cost of feed and labor, 
amounted to an increase in the 
overall cost of the animals of 
$15. .

Upsidedown to Prevent Peeking 


Courtenay, B.C., never had ft 
so good, And that goes for the 
dairy farmer, too. 

The Courtenay, dairy farm, 
has cut chore time in half 
by switching over to & milking 
parlor and bunker silos. The new 
system replaces one where the 
cows were kept in a loafing 
barn and tied in the old stan- 
chion barn twice daily for milk- 
ing and feeding. Bags of grain 
and silage from an upright silo 
had to be man-handled into the 
mangers. » a é 


Replacement of the stanchion 
barn by a double-six, herring- 
bone milking parlor and of the 
upright silo and mangers by 
bunker silos now permits one 
man to feed and milk in the 
same time that it formerly took 
two men to do thé job. 

Total chore time was 241, min- 
utes for a 30-cow herd under 
the old system and only 139 
minutes for 38 cows under the 
new system. This represented 
an average saving of four min- 
utes per cow. 

* * » 


The milking parlor proved to 
be the greatest time saver. Daily 
milking time was cut by 30 
minutes. The pipeline milker 
saved another 42 minutes. In- 
stallation of a bulk tank is ex- 
pected to cut another 20 minutes 
from chore time.

At the Courtenay farm, now, 
the grain is fed automatically 
into the milking parlor. Open- 
ing the gate to the bunker silos 
takes but a minute compared 
with 47 minutes for feeding 
grain and silage under the old 
system. 

While a total of 22 minutes 
is still required to wash the 
milking parlor, this is offset by 
a saving of six minutes in wash- 
ing the milking equipment and 
of several hours normally re- 
quired for cleaning the barn.

Extra milk sales are expected 
to result from the recent intro- 
duction to Canada of a variety 
of new liquid dietary foods, 
most of which are built round 
a basis of skim milk or ‘skim 
milk solids. 

More than 40 new prepara- 
tions of this nature are being 
sold in the United States and 
some are gaining widespread 
acceptance now in sea A 
spokesman for the Canada De- 
partment of Agriculture said 
this development should provide 
a wider market, for solids-not- 
fat. and non-fat milk. Some pro- 
ducers in the U.S.A. claim that 
the dietary drinks are competing 
against flyid milk sales and they 
demand that milk products go- 
ing into dietary drinks should 
be classified as whole milk.

Those who are interested in 
losing weight usually do not 
drink whole milk and it is 
more likely that consumers of 
the liquid diets represent new 
business to the milk industry 
and not converts from: whole 
milk diets. It would be time to 
go into this aspect when the 
impact of the new product on 
the industry was better known. 
Skim: milk in both dry and 
liquid form has been a surplus 
problem in Canada and any 
process which promises to absorb 
more of it should first be given 
ample opportunity to establish 
itself among Canadians who feel 
that dietary liquids are the best 
answer to weight problems.

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An Author Visits 
The Aran Islands 


Synge’s first visit in 1898 last- 
ed from May 10th to June 25th, 
with two weeks spent on the 
main island and four on the mid- 
dle island. He returned in the 
four succeeding summers and 
spent altogether a little more 
than four and a half months in 
the islands. His book The Aran 
Islands is based on his first four 
visits, ... Shy 

He saw on Aran a life that had 
all but disappeared from the rest 
cf Ireland. The women all dress- 
ed in red flannel] skirts and plaid 
shawls, so lurid against the grey 
background of limestone shelf 


and sandy shore, the men in blue 
homespun 


turtlenéck sweaters, 
trousers and vests, grey as tne 
rocks, and wearing the kind of 
cowhide moccasin called a pam- 
pootie, ideal for walking cat- 
footed over the rocks or for row- 
ing a curragh, the traditional 
canoe of the west of Ireland 
made of tarred canvas and laths. 
‘ ‘The islands are limestone shelf, 
sloping gradually from sea level 
on the eastern side upwards to 
precipitous cliffs on the western 
side, which in some places tower 
three hundred feet above the 
seas. On the brink of the highest 
of these cliffs on Inishmore is 
Dun Aengus, an ancient stone 
fort of gigantic proportions shap- 
ed like a horseshoe and surroun- 
ded by three rings of outer forti- 
fications which impede the steps 
of the visitor who toils up the 
hill. as they did the approach of 
_ an attacking army in the cent- 

uries before Christ. ° 

Dun Aengus is only one of four 
such megalithic constructions on 
Inishmore.. . . , 

All three islands have very 
little ground which has not been 
cleared by sledgehammer and 
- fertilized with seaweed brought 
up from the sea in panniers 
slung over the sides of donkeys. 
Keeping the soil, so laboriously 
created, from sliding down into 
the sea is achieved by building 
atone walls, so that all three is- 
lands present a maze of small 
fields enclosed by inter-locking 
walls, broken only by the road 
which bisects each of the islands 
Since there are no bogs, all the 
qurf burned on the islands is 
brought from Connemara. 

In the springtime the cattle, 
which have been foraging among 
the rocks all winter, are shipped 


watching for the thrashing legs 
to tire before he seizes the 
frightened animal by the horns 
maneuvers her onto her side and 
brings her head to rest on tho 
stern. 

\ Synge’s book about Aran is the 
best account one could ask for 
of the daily life of the people — 
of the way they burned kelp, 
fished from a curragh or hud- 
dled in their darkened cottages 
and spoke in hushed whispers 
when the islands were lashed by 
storms. But it is also an inter- 
esting document in the case his- 
tory of a writer’s evolution. —

She Makes Dummies 
For The Movies 


The movie is “Elmer Gantry.” 
Jean Simmons stands in the mid- 
die of the ‘flaming tabernacle, 
looking around and waving her 
arms to calm her flock—but it is 
not really Miss Simons. It is a 
dummy manipulated by wires. 

The movie is “Hatari,” now 
shooting in Tanganyika. In it, 
John’ Wayne, Gerard Blain, and 
Elsa Martinelli get some rough 
treatment from stampeding ele 


shorthanded studios by making 
props and whole sets in their 
own shop. 

As might be expected, the 
standing of the dummy in the 
movie world is an ambiguous 
one. Largely as a result of the 
big railroad-station scene -in 
“Gone With the Wind,” movie 
unions wrote a rule that, for 
every dummy used in a film, a 
live actor must also be standing 
by. According to the same rul- 
ing, if a dummy baby is used, 
the studio must also pay a live, 
stand-by baby. 

Dummy soldiers, cowboys, and 
babies are the Stubergh firm’s 
biggest source of movie revenue. 
Usually, most soldiers in large 
battlefield scenes are dummies, 
which hold their pleces better 
and complain less than humans. 
Most action movies use dummies 
somewhere to save wear and 
tear on the actors. Baby dum- 
mies are in demand mostly be- 
cause real babies are not allow- 
ed to be in front of a camera 
for very long at a stretch. The 
Stubergh babies, incidentally, are 
‘made before the parts are cast; 
the studio then picks a baby that 
looks like the dummy. 

Where the Stubergh job gets 
difficult is in duplicating famous 
actors. Miss Stubergh sometimes 
makes a plaster-of-Paris mold of 
the star’s face, but “anything 
you make with a mask has @ 
tense, unpleasant expression,” so 
she prefers to sculpt heads from 


photographs. “It’s not enough to. 


- have a likeness of the face,” says 
Miss Stubergh. “Everyone stands 
differently, and you have to take 
their body and even head con- 
tours into consideration. But the 
faces are the hardest. The most 
difficult face I ever did was the 
young Clark Gable. The older a 
person gets, the easier it is to 
make a good likeness. When 

faces are young and soft, they 
don’t have enough character 
lines and expressions. 

Garbo has the most magnificent 


‘ face of all time.” 


Miss Stubergh currently has 
an order for 100 figures of fa- 
mous stars for the movie mu- 
seum being planned by the city 
of Los Angeles, and is working 
on her figure of Marilyn Mon- 
roe. “It isn’t easy,” she sighed. 
“Marilyn has a soft face. . . For 
a museum you must create the 
figure to look the way the public 
thinks the person looks. For a 
movie, you make the figure the 
way the person really looks, 50 
that it will photograph like the 
Con image.”

Making yeast bread is certain- 
ly far from being a lost art, but 
on the other hand there’s many 
a home today where the tantal- 
izing smell of freshly baked 
bread has never entered. Per- 
haps this is due to a conviction 
among young homemakers that 
breadmaking is difficult, beset 
with hazards. 


Let me tell you about my 
neighbor’s bread. The week be- 
fore Christmas she and her fam- 
ily were going to Massachusetts 
for the holidays. They had plan- 
ned to leave on Wednesday, but 
forecasts of a heavy storm for 
that day prompted them to de- 
cide on Tuesday morning to 
leave just as soon as they could 
pack. The mother of the house- 
hold was caught in the midst of 
putting bread to rise. Undaunt- 
ed, she proceeded as usual, and 
when they drove out of their 
dooryard, the bread was repos- 
ing in its pan in the luggage 
compartment. My friend knew 
that the cold air would retard 
its rising somewhat. 

Some three hours later they 
stopped in Portland, Maine, on 
business, and while her husband 
was gone, my neighbor unlocked 
the luggage compartment, took 
the cloth covering from the pan 
of bread dough, and, protecting 
her hands with wax paper, which 
was also over the bread, she 
kneaded it vigorously in the pan. 
Momentarily she wondered what 
any passer-by might think, . but 
that bread was important!

On arrival in Massachusetts a 
few hours later, the bread was 
made into loaves, put in baking 
dishes, allowed to rise normally, 
and cooked. Her daughter-in- 
law told my neighbor that she 
wished the family’s bread might 
always go through this process, 
for she thought it the best her 
mother-in-law had ever made!

Sift together 4 cups 
of all-purpose flour, 1 table- 
spoon sugar, and 2 teaspoons 
salt, and stir into the flour mix- 
ture the dissolved yeast. Add as 
much of one more cup of luke- 
warm water as is needed to hold 
the dough together. Mix thor- 
oughly with a spoon until the 
dough is soft and sticky. 

Cover the pan with a cloth 


wand let rise to double its size— 


about 2 hours. When the dough 
is high, punch it down and beat 
it vigorously with a spoon. Di- 
vide the dough into two parts 
and place each in a 6” round 
baking dish (I use glass casser- 
Cover these dishes and 
allow to rise once more until 
the dough reaches the top of the 
dish. Brush the tops with melted 
butter when the dough is ready 
to bake, and cook at 400° F. for 
about 40 minutes, or possibly 
less. 

Cooked in glass, the loaves 
will be brown all over the top 
and outsides. The texture is 
coarse, and the outside crunchy. 
We cut it in wedges as you 
would a pie—and everyone al- 
ways comes back for more.

I heard one 
Englishman say that his wife 
had won her way to his heart by 
serving him some meat sand- 
wiches well “peppered” with a 
herb seasoning. And he added, 
tasted those sand- 
wiches, I decided right then she 
would make a good life part- 
ner.” 


One of the foods which to me~ 


is far better with the addition of 
herbs is chicken. 


CHICKEN AND RICE 
5 pound young hen 
Water 
2 teaspoons salt 
14 teaspoon pepper 
Bouquet garni (recipe below) 

2 cloves garlic (optional) 

1 carrot, cut in rounds 

1 onion, sliced 
114 cups rice 

Wipe and truss the chicken. 
Make a court-bouillon by put- 
ting enough water to cover the 
chicken in a deep kettle. Add 
salt, pepper, bouquet garni, gar- 
lic, carrot, and onion and sim- 
mer 30 minutes before adding 
chicken. Let chicken simmer 
(not boil) in court-bouillon 2 to 
3 hours or until tender. Do not 
overcook or the chicken will not 
keep its shape. 

Three quarters of an hour be- 
fore serving, remove bouquet 
garni, add washed rice, and con- 
tinue cooking. The rice will ab- 
sorb most of the liquid. Serve on 
deep platter. Remove string or 
skewers from chicken and serve 
on'a bed of rice. Garnish with 
fresh parsley. 

Bouquet Garni 

This is used very commonly 
in French cooking. It consists of 
3 or 4 sprigs of parsley, a sprig 
of thyme, and a small bay leaf. 
The thyme should be surrounded 
by the parsley so that the little 
leaves will not float into the 
sauce. Tie the herbs together 
with string so that they may be 
removed before the dish which 
they are flavoring is ‘served. 
Quarter teaspoon of powdered 
thyme and I teaspoon parsley 
flakes may be substituted, but in 


that case the sauce must be care 
fully strained. before serving.

The taste of veal is greatly 
enhanced by the additién of 
herbs, and a great favorite with 
us is the following: . 


VEAL RAGOUT OR STEW 
2 pounds shoulder or breast of 
veal 
tablespoons butter 
tablespoons flour 
cups- hot water 
teaspoon salt 
14 teaspoon pepper 

Bouquet garni 
12 small onions ay 
14 pound mushrooms 
1 small ‘jar pimiento-stuffed 

olives (optional) 

Cut the veal into small pieces, 
Brown it in butter in a heavy 
saucepan. Add flour and let it 
brown. Stir in water and when 
well blended add salt, pepper, 
bouquet garni, onions, and 
mushrooms’ which have been 
well washed. Use both caps and 
stems.) Cover and cook I hour 
over a low flame or longer if it 
seems necessary. A half hour 
before it is finished, add the 
olives. Remove any fat floating 
on the top, remove the bouquet 
garni, and serve.

A fresh look at petroleum oils 
for dormant sprays against in- 
sects in orchards is being taken 
by entomologists, states Dr. J. 
Marshall at the Research Station 
of the Canada Department of 
Agriculture, Summerland, BX,

When organic phosphate insec- 
ticides, such as parathion and 
malathion, came into general use 
in the orchards of western North 
America, the use of dormant oil 
sprays declined. It was, perhaps, 
as much a matter of weather and 
of soil conditions as of effective- 
ness of the insecticides The 
weather is bad and the ground 
soggy only too often during the 
period of dormant spraying. 

The renewed interest in dor- 
mant oils is partly due to the 
development of strains of insects 
and mites resistant to the organic 
pesticides. No insect or mite has 
become resistant to dormant: oils 
in the 35 odd years that the oils 
have been in general use. Also 
oils leave no poisonous residues 
on the fruit and as a rule are less 
likely to kill beneficial insects 
than the organic phosphates, the 
chlorinated hydrocarbons, or the 
other synthetic pesticides. 


* - * 


- Perhaps the most important 
quality in dormant oils is vis- 
cosity. In the western United 
States the oil that has been rec- 
ommended ever since oils came 
into use as‘insecticides is what 
might be called a light, dormant 
oil with a viscosity of 100 sec- 
onds Saybolt at 100°F, Until the 
mid-forties the same type of oil 
was used in British Columbia. 
Then, after five seasons of tests, 
a heavier oil, of 200 seconds vis- 
cosity, was introduced, It has 
been used exclusively since’ that

Don’t Blame Farmers 
For Cost Of Living 


The U.S. cost of living reached 
a new peak in November. Sta- 
tistically food prices get a major 
part of the blame. Food comes 
from the farm — so it is easy 
to conclude that the high cost 
of living results from high farm 
prices. The conclusion is in er- 
ror. Also it illustrates the far- 
mer’s public relations problem. 

It is tough to be accused of 
causing living costs to rise when 
the opposite is true. The fact is, 
if prices at the farm had not 
held at a relatively low level 
over the last 10 years, the cost 
of living. would be much higher. 

The index figures used by the 
government are the evidence. 
For November, the Bureau of 
Labour Statistics reported a rise 
in the consumer price 
from 127.3 to 127.4. In the index, 


100 represents average prices for ' 


the 1947-49 period. 


Many items in addition to food 
are covered by the index, but it 
was food that received promin- 
ent mention in the latest report. 
In the 1947-49 period (100 on 
the cost of living. index) farm 
prices were at 100 per cent of 
parity or better. Currently they 
stand at about 81 per cent of 
parity. 


The index, which represents. 


all prices, has risen more than 
27 points since the 1947-49 peri- 
od. But the index on farm prices 
— at the farm — has dropped 
almost the same amount.

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A Children’s Visit 
To Oxford 


How does one impart culture 
t@ children? And an appreciation 
of beauty in art and architec- 
ture? That is the question I 
asked myself when we took a 
house in Oxford for a whole 
summer last year. 

As the time for departure 
drew near I complained to my 
three (aged 11, 12, and 14) that 
they had not yet been over one 
of the colleges which all the 
world came to see. Even the 
sight of all those endless bus 
loads. of tourists pouring through 
the ancient college doorways 
every day had not roused a 
flicker of curiosity. ; 

All that my three wanted was 
punting and picnics on the Cher- 
well, or motorboat trips on the 
Thames, or matinees at Oxford's 
theaters and cinemas, and they 
did rather like climbing .Carfax 
tower to see the view. They 
were perfectly happy to do with- 
out culture, though there had 
been a reluctant admission that 
they had enjoyed Oxford’s mu- 
seums, which I had persuaded 
them to visit one by one. “Es- 
pecially the one with the Egyp- 
tain mummies,” they said. 

But now I put my foot down.

And on 
a golden summer afternoon, the 
sky blue above the spires and 
pinnacles of Oxford’s matchless 
skyline, we set out, 


A very international group we 
were, and our guide was most 
excellent and enlightening. We 
looked at beautiful old courts 
bright with flowers, ancient li- 
braries and chapels full of his- 
tory, noble halls full of famous 
portraits, exquisite stained glass 
windows and carvings, and the 
three listened and looked duti- 
fully. But alas, a look of veiled 
boredom was creeping over 
them, and I noticed after a time 
a ter.dency to hang back. Would 
the guide notice? 

But it was that most admir- 
able guide who saved the day. 
“Now we'll look at something 
the younger ones will like bet- 
ter.” she would say, and over 
and over again found something 
to catch their interest. 

At Magadalen College, having 
looked at the perfection of beau- 
ty in architecture and gardens, 
we walked to where the deer 
were grazing under the trees 
near the ancient college walls. 
She succeeded in calling them 
to the railings, and what is more, 
produced peppermints (of all 
things!) for the children to give 
them to eat. They like pepper- 
mints, those deer, and we all 
liked stroking and patting them, 
writes A. M. Blandford in the 
Christian Science Monitor. 

In Corpus Christi College we 
wandered out into the lovely old 
garden with its exquisitive view 
of Christ Church meadow and 
the Thames beyond. “Because 
we really must feed Christy, the 
college tortoise,” said our guide. 
And there, sure enough, he was, 
with his name painted on his 
shell, a very tame and ancient 
fellow, with a very nice tiny 
cottage built for him in the gar- 
den where the undergraduates 
were reading and talking under 
the trees, 

At Christ Church, biggest col- 
lege of-all (for Cardinal Wolsey 
in the 16th century believed in 
doing everything in a big and 
impressive way) we were taken 
up to the library where Lewis 
Carroll's corrections of the proofs 
for “Alice in Wonderland” are 
kept. 

What delight for the children 
when they were called to a win- 
dow to stand tip-toe and look 
down into a garden, the garden 
where the little girl had played 
who had inspired the story of 
Alice in Wonderland, which was 
first told to entertain her and 
her friends on a river picnic. 


That little girl, Alice Liddell, 
had been the Dean's daughter 
when Lewis Carroll (Charles 
Dodgson) was mathematical lec- 
turer of Christ Church, and her 
greatest joy was to be told won- 
derful stories by the gentle and 
retiring professor. There was 
the very same chestnut tree un- 
der which Alice had played, and 
there the little green door in the 
garden wall, that every child 
remembers in the story of Alice. 

How grateful. I was to that 
kindly guide for giving my chil- 
dren—and all of us— such a de- 
lightful afternoon. Oxford is a 
with 
its two rivers (where we punted 
and bathed all that perfect sum- 
mer), its tame squirrels that like 
to be fed in the Broad Walk, and 
its lovely leafy lanes beside the 
Cherwell. 

But I think the children liked 
best of all the little 12th century 
shop near Christ Church and the 
Thames. There we used to stop 
and buy sweets, from a very 
kind and friendly shopkeeper, 
on the way to thezsiver. For 
same shop 
Lewis Carroll wrote about in 
“Through the Looking-Glass”— 
the shop where Alice talked to 
the old woman who later turned 
into a sheep.

The details are 
similar to other pioneer stories 
but these are based on actual 
documents. How settlers sur- 
vived those primitive times is 
hard to believe.

Children born 
at close intervals, many of them 
dying in childhood or at birth. 
Men marrying two and three 
times; each new wife caring for 
the step-children — and add- 
ing a few more of her own. And 
those days are really only a 
short while back. I wonder how 
much attention is given to pi- 
oneer history in our schools? 
Even so, can we expect the ris- 
ing generation of accept early 
settlement stories as fact? No 
doubt they find it easier to be- 
lieve fantastic stories of a space 
age than hardships relative to 
the pioneer period. 


He Makes Clothes 
For New First Lady 


From the perfumed salons of 
Paris to the swatch-cluttered 
world of New York’s Seventh 
Avenue, the topic of conversa- 
tion last month was not the new 
American President but what his 
wife was wearing. Jacqueline 
Kennedy had sparked a revolu- 
tion in fashion. Milliners were 
loaded with pillbox hats, hair- 
dressers were besieged with or- 
ders for “slash bangs” (under- 
the-drier talk for Mrs. Ken- 
nedy’s hair style), and a whole 
new crop of wide-eyed brunette 
models filled the fashion maga- 
zines. 

No one was happier about the 
trend than Oleg Cassini, the new 
First Lady’s “official” couturier. 
With the exception of one ball 
gown (by New York’s Bergdorf- 
Goodman), every dress, hat, and 
coat Mrs. Kennedy wore to the 
officials doings last week came 
from Oleg Cassini, Inc., a coup 
that could make this Paris-born 
nobleman - turned - needle-work- 
er the fashion man of the year, 
or even of the next eight. 

With a whole gaggle of top 
American designers, Cassini had 
submitted sketqhes to Jackie 
Kennedy as soon as the polls 
closed. His showing took place 
at Georgetown Hospital in Wash- 
ington, just before her baby son 
was born, Cassini got the nod, 
he says, for his “synthesis of 
Mrs. Kennedy's elegance.” In 
fashion circles, where the gnash- 
ing of teeth almost drowned out 
the clash of scissors. His critics 
though his connections with the 
Kennedy clan played a big part 
(Cassini has designed clothes for 
the First Lady’s mother-in-law, 
Mrs. Joseph P. Kennedy, and for 
two of her husband’s sisters. 
Mrs. Peter Lawford: and. Mrs. 
Robert Sargent Shriver.) 

Cassini vigorously denies any 
“family influence.” He makes no 
secret, however, of his long- 
standing friendship (and politic- 
al support) for the new Presi- 
dent, They met toward the end 
of World War II in California, 
where Mr. Kennedy was recu- 
perating from his war injuries,

“Navel operations.”) “Maybe,” 
he said, “if Mrs. Kennedy had 
heard some of the names, she 
wouldn't have picked me.”

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President Chooses 
A Lady Doctor 


Though the doors of New 
York Hospital one spring day in 
1965 hobbled a desperate young 
man on crutches. After two years 
of intense pain, during which he 
had undergone two critical spin- 
al operations and had spent 
months lying flat on his. back, he 
now sought the help of a gray- 
ing and gracious woman -doctor 
with a reputation for relieving 
pai, - 

With sure gentleness in~ her 


large, gnarled hands, the doctor . 


first found back muscles knotted 
in spasm. Next 
Novocain directly into the af- 
flicted muscles to permit the 
blood to flow freely — a proce- 
dure she had pioneered eight 
years earlier. Withiri seconds the 
pain had subsided. The intensive 
treatment’ was continued for a 
few months, and the doctor 
added a quarter-inch lift to the 
patient's shoe to offset a slightly 
longer right leg. Soon, he was 
walking without pain or crutches. 
Six years later, the devoted 
and grateful patient, John F. 
Kennedy, appointed the doctor, 
Janet G. Travel], to be personal 
physician to the President, the 
first woman to be so honored. 
In making the appointment, the 
President said: “She is a genius 
. terrific, the best I've ever 
seen,” 


The meticulous Dr. Travell, 


‘who refers to herself as a “hy- 


brid, a cross between an internist 
and an orthopedist with a special 
interest in pain,’ has spent 35 
years in teaching and research 
at New York Hospital. She has 
also treated privately many 


‘wealthy and famous patients in- 


cluding five members of, the 
Kennedy family and Arizona Sen. 
Barry Goldwater. 

Her appointment came about 
almost casually. “I had been 
traveling with the President 
more or less, since Election Day. 
I>made that round-trip flight 
with him to Florida the night 
the baby was born. Right after 
the election he said to me: “I 
don't want -to change my doctor 
now. How about coming to the 
White House?’ So I said I would 
.,, 1 find it easy to make de- 
cisions: This is part. of my 
temperament. I still don't know 
what I'll be paid. They'll get 
around to letting me know.” 

Her new duties will put an 
end to her weekly tennis matches 
with. her investment-counselor 
husband, John Powell, in subur- 
ban Pelham, N.Y., where they 
live The job will also curtail 
their long summer weekends at 
the family homestead, a 1779 
farmhouse in the rolling hills of 
western Massachusetts, where 
thev ride horseback and swim in 
the local quarry. Evenings at the 
opera and theatre (“We prefer 
strong drama”), and small, inti- 
mate dinners for friends in the 
arts and politics, will be fewer. 

“The President likes to have 
me around... 1 think a doctor 
should be “with him wherever 
he goes, not because of his 
health, which is excellent, but 
because of possible accidents,” 
she explained.*“I hope to see 
him every day, at least to say 
hello.” For that, she will have 
a White House car, with a radio, 
always reachable by the Presi- 
dent. 

Born and reared in New York 
City. Dr. Travell was known as 
a tomboy at fashionable Brearley 
Bchool. At Wellesley, she was 
elected to Phi Beta Kappa her 
junior year, and won the tennis 
championship three years run- 


In addition to rearing two 
daughters, the’ indefatigable Dr. 
Travell has clattered across ice 
fields in a dog sled near Canada’s 
Hudson Bay to learn about cold; 
driven a tractor to learn what 


she . injected .

Mystery (Ot The 
Musk’s Lost Scent 


People born at the beginning 
of this century may possibly 
remember the flowerpets~ of 
musk, which, along with gerani- 
ums &nd fucssias, filled almost 
every cottage window through- 
out Britain. Musk was. a special 
favorite, not because of its small 
yellow flowers that resemble the 
wild mimulus and the garden 
antirrhinum, but because of its 
indescribably sweet scent. Cot- 
tagers grew it for its scent alone, 
training the slender branches on 
tiny toy-like ladders, narrow at 
the bottom and wide at the top. 


For children there was a kind 
of enchantment about those little 
ladders, and they watched the 
progress of the musk far more 
eagerly than they did the bright 
geraniums and the  fuchsias 
pressed against the muslin-cur- 
tained windows. 

Children often bought a tiny 
pot of musk for a grownup’s 
present—at two-pence it was ex- 
cellent value — for even the 
smallest plant diffused. the same 
penetrating perfume as the large 
one, It is always difficult for 
anyone to describe any partic- 
ular scent; musk seems to have 
suggested a mixture of lemon 
and almond, and the. scent came 
from the leaves, not from the 
primrose-yellow flowers. 

Then, one day, the musk sud- 
denly lost its scent. It happened 
in the middle of World War I 
when such a happening might 
well have been crowded out of 
public notice by the grave news 
from the battlefields in France. 
But the sudden and mysterious 
loss of scent from the musk 
made newspaper headlines one 
day in the year 1915. 

How: had ‘it happened? What 
was the reason? Everyone left 
with a scentless musk asked each 
other these questions, but no- 
body could give an explanation. 
It was almost impossible, people 
thought, that every plant, in 
every part of the country, should 
suddenly have lost the scent that 
made the musk such a favorite. 

Naturalists took time to inves- 
tigate the happening. Horticul- 
turists in Britain and in other 
countries tried to account for it. 
But none of them appeared very 
definite about the explanation of 
what had taken place. 

When the.experts finally .de- 
cided to print their solution of 
the mystery, most flower-lovers 
found it extremely unconvincing 
and disappointing. The scientific 
explanation was that the original 
musk, growing wild in South 
America, and introduced to this 
country at the end of the 18th 
century, had gradually lost its 
originaly sweet scent, though no- 
body seems to have been aware 
of it. It often happens like that 
with other plants when they are 
cultivated and cosseted, instead 
of having to use their own pow- 
ers to attract insects by their 
color or their perfume, People 
who grew it had looked after the 
musk too well, and so it had im- 
perceptibly lost its attractive 
scent. “Flowers,” wrote Gi o{- 
frey Grisson, “have never been

allowed to become quite so sen- 


dangerously power- 


timentally, 
ful... as birds and dogs. 

Nevertheless, there were few 
who were impressed with the 
scientific explanation about the 
favorite musk, for it was shorn 
of romante, and most flower- 
lovers are romantic as well as 
imaginative. So, for years after, 
the rumor persisted that in some 
remote and nameless hamlet 
there were musks that continued 
to smell as sweetly as did the 
original plants. 
those places were never 
closed; they existed only in the 
imaginative minds of those who 
refused to believe that musk had 
lost ite scent for always, writes 
Marion Henderson in the Chris- 
tian Science Monitor

And so you will find people 
today who still hope to come by 
a musk fragrance. I remember 
hearing the late Eleanor Sin- 
clair-Rhode—the famous writer 


- of flowers and herbs—tell this 


story. When a girl of ten she 
spent a holiday in the Highlands 
with her parents. Her host had 
a beautiful garden and _ the 
sweet-scented musk grew in the 
greenhouse along with many 
more flowering plants. One day 
the little girl met the old gar- 
dener watering his glasshouse 
treasures. 


“Smell that plant,” he said-to 
Eleanor. “Smell it and try to 
remember the scent. For the 
musk will soon lose its perfume 
and that will never come back 
until we are rid of the fear of 
war. When the world learns to 
live in peace, the musk will re- 
cover its scent.” 


That phophecy stays unfulfill- 
ed, and up and down Britain the 
musks are scentless. 

A few years ago, while passing 
through Keswick, I took a by- 
road for the sake of visiting & 
wayside garden close to the vil- 
lage of Pooly-bridge. I stooped 
to exaxmine the wide glades of 
stone covered over with a thick 
mat of green leaves interwoven 
with small yellow flowers. The 
leaves were green as emerald 
since a burn flowed under the 
paving stones. And I admired 
the clumps of forget-me-nots and 
pansies that spread almost on to 
the road. ~ 

It was while I was picking a 
few of the green leaves from the 
musk that the door of a cottage 
opened on the opposite side of 
the road. “There's no scent in 
the musk,” said the old woman 
who stood. in the doorway. 
“Once, I remember how nearly 
every cyclist stopped here 
to smell the wild garden; now 
the cars fly past, leaving only 
the fumes of petrol behind.” 


The thing is to keep one’s nose 
clear and appraising, despite the 
fumes from modern traffic. Then 
we shall be able to trace the first 
faint recurrence of the long lost 
scent of the musk. Perhaps, 
even, we may chance on a plant 
hidden away in some remote 
corner and still endowed with its 
original fragrance. 


Fastest Woman 
In The World 


The fastest woman in the 
world would rather sleep than 
run. “I'll sleep any time,” said 
Olympic sprint champion Wilma 
Rudolph one day last month, 
after setting a woman’s indoor 
record (6.9 seconds) for the 60- 
yard dash, “Any time I can 
catch a nap — even for a few 
minutes — I will.” 

When she isn't sleeping, Miss 
Rudolph is running — so grace- 
fully and ‘swiftly that, following 
her Olympic triumphs, she has 
become the most popular Ameri- 
can female athlete since the late 
Babe Didrikson. Her appeal is 
twofold: Unlike most American 
femate sprinters, she wins; and, 
unlike many American female 
athletes, she looks feminine. This 
week, at New York's Madison 
Square Garden, she is favored 
to win the first women’s event 
in the Millrose Games in 29 
years 

At the Olympics, Wilma spent 
most of her spare time with Ray 
Norton, the U.S. sprinter whose 
failure to win either the 100- or 
200-meter dashes shocked track 
experts, Since the games, the 
world’s fastest woman and the 
world's fastest man have been 
linked romantically, but when 
the subject came up once more, 
the link snapped. “Ray's mar- 
ried,” said Wilma, quietly, only 
a few days after learning of Nor- 
ton's recent marriage to a Uni- 
veraity of California senior. 
“Werre still very good friends.”

Bake in moderate oven (350° F.) 
for about 30 minutes.

Horse For Sale 
130 Feet Long! 


For sale — a white horse, 130 
ft. long. And if you're still rub- 
bing your eyes in disbelief after 
reading the headline — it was 
announced recently that a giant 
chalk landmark, in the shape of 
a white horse that size on.the 
Wiltshire Downs, was to be sold 
by the owner of the land the 
horse is on. 


This chalky monster. was cut 
in the coaching days of 1890. It 
and other White Horses in vari- 
ous parts of England are often 
called turf monuments. 


One writer picturesquely des- 
cribed them as “galloping with 
geven-league hoofs white against 
the hills of England for century 
after century. They always 
emaze foreign visitors touring 
the English countryside. 


One of the finest and oldest 
of all the White Horses is at 
Uffington, Berkshire. It is 355 ft. 
long ard it stands proudly where 
King Alfred routed the Danes in 
A.D. 871. According t some 


Iron Age. Others dispute this 
claim and believe that it has 
some connection with the .reli- 
gious rites of the ancient Bri- 
tons. 

During the last war the Uf- 
fington White Horse was turfed 
over as camouflage against use 
by Nazi bombers as a landmark. 
Today nature has stepped in and 
herself overgrown some of these 
strange carvings. 

Horses predominate among the 
turf monuments but there are 
other giants. There's the famous 
“Long Man”. at Wilmington, 
Sussex — a giant figure carved 
on the almost vertical side of 
the downs near Polegate.

Can you use a typewriter? The 
Queen can and does but only 
occasionally, nowadays. When 
she was Princess Elizabeth sne 
often typed notes to her friends, 
following the example of her 
mother. The Queen Mother still 
types some of her own letters 
and has always enjoyed using a 
typewriter. 

Prince Philip la a keen typist. 
He owns a light-weight portable 
machine and uses only two fin- 
gers of either hand, but can type 
quickly and accurately. 

Before her marriage, the Prin- 
cess Royal (then Princess Mary) 
often typed letters for hersmo- 
ther, the late Queen Mary. When 
the Princess Royal's two sons 
were quite young they were giv- 
en a typewriter as a present and 
used it to produce a magazine 
which they called “The Hare- 
wood News.” :

He Was 
Millionaire ! 


At 28, Alfred Carlton Gilbert 
had already accomplished more 
than most men achieve in a life- 
time. Frail as a child, he had 
punished mind and body to be- 
come Yale’s outstanding  all- 
around athlete, an Olympic pole- 
vault champion, and expert hun- 
ter, an accomplished physical 
culturist, a top scholar with a 
medical degree (although he 
never practiced), a sleight-of- 
hand artist,. and a successful 
manufacturer ‘and retailer of 
magic gadgets. 

Then, in 1912, while riding 
home on the railroad one day, 
he watched fascinated while a 
crew of workmen constructed a 
network of steel girders into a 
high-tension tower, From that 
fascination sprang the idea for 
the Erector Set — a collection 
of miniature wheels and girders 
from which a boy could build 
almost anything. The sets had a 
universal appeal (the designer 
of the World War IJ Bailey 

ridge used one for his original 
model) and supplied a solid un- 
derpinning for the A, C. Gilbert 
Co. The company has sold more 
than 10 million sets, last year 
grossed about $13 million on 
everything from electric trains 
to “atomic energy” labs. 


Gilbert himself became one of 
the happiest millionaires, en- 
titled his autobiography “The 
Man Who Lives in Paradise.” 
Still active as chairman when he 
died in Boston last month, Gil- 
bert, 76, had already written a 
suitable epitaph: “I’ve never 
worked at anything that wasn’t 
fun. If I had my life to live over 
I don’t think I'd change it. Ex- 
cept maybe to take up mountain 
climbing.”

The road was not the highest 
over which we had driven, but 
it was certainly the steepest... . 
On looking down, the grandeur 
of the scene is breathtaking — 
the view of a section cut through 
the mountains, leaving jagged 
gaping places to tell how it was 
done.

There are cat-rocts for two miles 
above the 200-foot precipice 
over which the water thunders 
on a frontage of approximately 
2,700 yards. The falls are wider 
than. Niagara by half as much 
again, and higher by some thirty 
to forty feet. But it is not the 
measurement or the comparison 
which is interesting: rather it is 
the majesty and splendour of the 
falls themselves as they come 
crashing through the tropical un- 
dergrowth to fling their tons of 
white and yellow-stained water 
down upon rock ledge and para- 
pet into a seething caldron which 
flings back its bursting spray 
high into the sky, painting the 
most beautiful rainbows one can 
imagine.

My column this week, if you

The ‘first concerns water short- 
age and that I am hearing about 
from all quarters. In a letter 
from a reader near Shelburne 
the writer says this: “We are so 
terribly short of water... - I 
only wash dishes once @ day 
and use pots and pans but spaf- 
ingly. We have to save every 
drop we can for the cattle as 
my husband is unable to draw 
water, and, since my recent ill- 
ness, I am not permitted outside 
at all.” 


I received that letter just be- 
fore the big snowstorm. Snow 
won’t make it any easier getting 
around but at least it will be a 
means of saving water. I remem- 
ber years ago, under similar cir- 
cumstances, I used to keep a cop- 
per boiler on the kitchen stove 
all the time and kept filling it 
and re-filling it with pails of 
¢élean, packed snow. And oh, 
there is nothing so soft as fresh 
melted snow. Naturally, there 
was never any shortage of Wa- 
ter for house use or laundry 
purposes. Partner had three 
troughs for the cattle, two in- 
side the barnyard and one out. 
He kept the troughs full of snow 
and water the same Way. It all 
meant extra work but you don't 
think of the work during a wa- 
ter shortage. 


However, snow wasn’t always 
gvailable, At-such time we had 
to buy water. That meant having 
it come in by the tank load. Now 
I see farmers in that same dis- 
trict buying water again. And 
in plenty of other places too. 
Even in residential areas west of 
here water is being trucked in 
for household purposes. One 
house that we nearly bought the 
present owner is buying water. 

How little we appreciate wa- 


ter when we've got it. Water 
trickles out of leaky faucets; 
runs off roof tops into ditches 
and septic tanks and 1s used 
generously all day long The only 
ones who save water are small 


sent to wash their hands 
before meals! In summer lawns 
and gardens are watered up to 
the very Jast drop allowed by 
the local water commission, I 
am sorry for anyone short of 
water but I do feel a lot could 
be done individually to allevi- 
ate the situation on farms and 
in the home. When we were 
out West we used to draw water 
from the sloughs in spring for 
washing purposes. And we al- 
ways had big barrels to catch 
the run-oM from the house and 
barn. We.are not used to such 
-primitive ways these days but 
when the necessity arises there 
is much we might learn from 
previous generations. '

What They Looked 
At In Victorian Days 


The Queen’s and Prince Al- 
bert’s concern both for the pro- 
gress of photography and for 
the dissemination of knowledge 
through photographs is shown in 
many ways. Their interest, for 
instance, in Sir David Brewster's 
lenticular stereoscope at the 
Great Exhibition gave the great- 
est impetus to visual education 
in the nineteenth century. No 
English firm had been prepared 
to risk the commercial manufac- 
ture of the stereoscope, consider- 
ing that (Sir) Charles Wheat- 
stone’s earlier instrument (which 
was not suitable for photographs) 
had met with no success... - 

Realizing the advantages of 
Brewster's design over Wheat- 
stone’s, Jules Duboseq foresaw & 
great future for it in connection 
with photography, and con- 
structed a number of stereoscopes 
for display at the 1851 Exhibition. 
At the Crystal Palace the three- 
dimensional effect of stereoscopic 
daguerreotypes when viewed in 
the stereoscope aroused Queen 
Victoria’s. admiration. As a re- 
sult of the interest shown by the 
Queen, Duboscq was flooded 
with orders, and English optical- 
instrument makers then also took 
up the manufacture of stereo- 
scopes, of which nearly a quarter 
of a million were sold in Lon- 
don and Paris within three 
months. 

When the ecdmparatively ex- 
pensive stereoscopic daguerreo- 
types were replaced by — glass 
transparencies, and soon after- 
wards by paper prints from collo- 
negatives, the price of 
stereoscopic slides was brought 
within reach of everyone. Sterpo- 
grams of buildings and. scenery 
in all parts of the world were 
soon available, and by 1858 the 
London Stereoscopic Company 
was in a position to advertise the 
astonishing number of 100,000 
different views. 

By this time the stereoscope

gazed into this “Optical wonder 
of the age” — the television set 


of the Victorian era. Like the .

Turnabout . 
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Australia Puts Up 
An Iron Curtain 

‘Australia’s bloodthirsty wild 
‘dogs, the dingos, are on the ram- 
page in a new burst of savage 
slaughter. In some cases, a sin- 
le dog has slain 600 full-grown 
sheep in a night. 

Dingos teach their pups to be 
killers, just as prehisteric tribes 
taught their young men. They 
kill sheep after sheep, not be- 
eause of hunger so much as the 
gheer lust of slaughter. 

So powerful are the dog’s 


wolfiike jaws that once it grips. 


‘jts prey it never lets go, but 
tears away the flesh 
chunks. 

Yet the dingo itself is no big- 
ger. than a collie and when kept 
in a zoo looks as docile and com- 
panionable. as any family pet of 
similar build. 

Until recently, however, din- 
gos have been destroying 500,- 
000 sheep and lambs a year in 
Queensland alone. Attacking 
amost persistently in the prov- 
ince’s western area, the marau- 
ders have driven many wool 
breeders into the bankruptcy 
eourts. “OP” 

According to government esti- 
mates, they have reduced this 
region’s sheep population from 
24,000,000 to , 13,000,000 since 
1950.” ; 

But now graziers have esta- 
blished a new defence line, 7,000 
_ miles of closely-meshed iron 
fence to hold off ‘killer packs. 
In Queensland the fence is 3,500 
miles’ long, 6 ft. 6 in. high, com- 
pletely enclosing 210,938 square 
miles of richest sheep-raising 
ecuntry. 

In the same area, some 60U,- 
000 cattle are pastured, and din- 
goes feed just as savagely on 
cxlves as lam 

This new bakrier now links up 
with an older. 1,700 miles of 
fencing, running over mountains, 
through lush valleys and rich 

‘garmlands’ to South Australia, 
where it reaches the shores of 
the Grect Australian Bight. 

There is a third “iron curtain,” 
forming a safe breeding area for 
sheep in Western Australia. 

‘These fences have to be pa- 
trolled like any war-time fron- 
. tier. . 

Kangaroos don’t like such ob- 
structions. Some charge the 
fence at high speed and crash 

ough, leaving gaps for prow!l- 
ing dingo packs to sneak in and 
yun berserk among flocks and 
herds. 

Descended from the wolves of 
Asia, the dingo iirst came to 
Australia as the pet or hunting 
dog of migrating aborigines, It’s 
easily the most destructive im- 
migrant the country, has ever 
received!

In San Francisco 


In San Francisco and its 
variegated environs, people not 
only talk about the weather, they 
listen to it, too. This is the sea- 
son of our tules, the time when 
low fog occurs nearly every 
morning at the mouths of our 


“rivers and bays. 


These fogs are unlike to great 
clouds of moist catspaw fluff that 


/ stalk in, archbacked like Hallo- 


we'en, on midsummer afternoons 
on the coast, from Alaska almost 
everywhere south to the Santa 
Barbara archipelago. 


These tules steal in after mid- 
night; silently down the rivers 
and canyons in the coast range 
like nocturnal back-fence prow- 
lers. The tules come off the delta 
marshes when the land cools 
down, bringing their music with 
them as their gray tails flick 
past the lighthouses and fog 
stations that are massed like the 
San Francisco Symphony around 
this great mountain-rimmed, sea- 
washed orchestra pit. 


These tules have a London 
look to them, but the sound is 
orchestrally pitched to coasta! 
California in its doleful diaphony. 
They make our midwinter morn- 
ings musical in the way that 
Scottis, bagpipes perhaps wake 
the Highland mists with their 
shrill reveille. Only our sym- 
phonic arrangement of ocean fog 
signals speak their sonorous 
warnings to groping mariners in 
a deeper and more vibrant range 
all around the rim of the sea that 
surrounds two-thirds of this cold, 
dripping city. 5 

This is the kind of music that 
better lends itself to the sensitive 
interpretation of one of our sea- 
beaten old bar pilots than to the 

an Francisco Symphony's fam- 

Maestro Enrique Jorda. They 
have an “ear” for all this fog, 
these San Francisco pilots, and 
the romance of its serious music 
is enriched by their wary transla- 
tion of sounds into places in the 
cold gray void of these midwinter 
mornings, writes Harlan Trott in 
The Christian Science Monitor. 

“Ahoy, there,” yelled a “lost” 
eeronaut spotting a farmer gas- 
ing up at him through a rift in 
the fog, “where am 1?” 

“Up in a balloon,” 
back the farmer. 

This is just the kind of a dilem- 
ma the fog stations dispel for 
the San Francisco pilots, so that 
even when there is no break in 
the fog they bring their ships

San Francisco bar pilot plies his 
uncanny trade. Somewhére be- 
tween the Farallon Islands and 
the San Francisco Lightship he 
ruakes contact between the pilot 
schooner’s jelly boat and the 
hooting grey monster wailing for 
him like a lost lamb in the fog. 
Up the sea ladder goes this horny- 
panded maestro, He takes sta- 
tion fer out on the bridge wing, 
asks the captain for “ahead, one 
third,’ and sings out to the 
helmsmen, “Come to zero six 
eight true.” 

After an interim of local 
silence, the voice inside cries out, 
“Steering zero six eight true.” 

“Steady, so!” replies the pilot 
as his ears begin to translate the 
dismal music rumbling around 
the horizonless gray waste. 

Aft of the spaceless ship, on 
what seamen call a reciprocal 
bearing, the two-tone diaphone 
horn on the red-hulled San 
Francisco Lightship, now only a 
formless noise, makes her high- 
low  once-every-three-minutes 
contribution to the sailors’ sym- 
phony. And astern on this south- 
westerly bearing, the knowing 
pilot reassuringly notes the 
somewhat fainter but more fre- 
quent portions from the “wood- 
winds” farther out where the 
Farallon Islands are blacked out 
in the fog, out of sight but not 
out of sound. The Farallon’s two- 
toner lets go with one blast and 
a group of two blasts every 
minute. There’s a two-second 
*wa-a-a-rn,” a four-second 
silence, then another two-second 
“wa-a-a-rn,” followed this time 
by a one-second silence, then the 


-gsecond two-second blast, follow- 


ed by 49 setonds of eerie silence. 


Gradually the “music” astern - 


fades out, but inshore the air 
horns gradually rise to a Valky- 
rian tempo as Point Reyes’ one 
blast every 45 seconds, and Point 
Bonito and Mile Rocks all voice 
their friendly dissonance at once. 
By the timé the white cylindrical 
tower at Mile Rocks on the 
southern side of the Golden Gate 
entrance is a _ twice-a-minute 
three-second blast broad on the 
starboard beam, the air horns on 
the high red span dead ahead 
are beginning to outshout Pt. 
Diablo's siren a mile down the 
Marin shore, : 

Now the rumble of traffic on 
the bridge intrudes on the au- 
thentic sea sounds’ and the fog 
music is loudest between ~ the 
midchannel foghorn on the 
mighty span and Lime Point's 
rhapsody of diaphragm horn and 
chime hard under the Presidio 
shore of the city itself. 

The inner harbor orchestration, 
the air horns of Alcatraz, Yerba 
Buena, the Western Pacific Rail- 
road ferry ship, of Fort Mason 
and Hunter's Point, blend with a 
medley of pier-head bells and 
sirens such as every San Fran- 


cisco office worker enjoys. In- 
deed from the far-out Farallons 
to the mist-scarfed ferry tower, 
these tules make our midwinter 
mornings one glorious cacophony 
of fog-muted music.

Then Patterson parked his car 
in the side of a drift, trudged 
up the hill, and, several hours 
later, went back to work. Some 
1,400 miles away. Ingemar 
Johansson, the challenger for the 
heavyweight title, jogged lazily 
in Florida warmth. 


Famous Jungle 
Doctor Dies 


“There is no cure for my kind 
of cancer — ‘melanoma. With 
luck, I have a 50-50 chance to 
live six or eight months .. .” 
~ Calmly, Dr. Tom Dooley made 
that grim self prognosis in No- 
vember 1959. The frail, blue-eyed 
young Irish-American had just 
received the $10,000 Mutual of 
Omaha award for his medical 
missionary work in the jungles of 
Laos. Earlier that year, Dooley 
had been operated on at Memor- 
jal Hospital, New York, for a 
fast-spreading chest cancer Be- 
fore “going home” to Southeast 
Asia, the cocky young doctor, 
then 32, insisted on making a 40- 
aay lecture and TV tour of the 
United States, “begging, bum- 
ming, borrowing, and from time 
to time, stealing just a little bit” 
for his string of makeshift jun- 
gle hospitals, with mats for beds, 
close to the Chinese border. 

His schedule was filled with 
the zeal of a man in a desperate 
hurry. Dooley had been in a hur- 
ry, in fact, since the Vietminh 
Communists crushed the French 
at Dienbienphu in 1954. Then, as 
a U.S. Navy medical officer, he 
had helped to evacuate 610,000 
Indo-Chinese from Red-dominat- 
ed North Vietnam, and had stay- 
ed on in Laos as a civilian M.D. 
Now, cancer hastened his steps. 
“Cancer creates fear, and fear 
comes from ignorance,” he told 
his American audiences. “Cancer 
should be regarded as just an- 
other incident in our lives — like 
a broken leg. I want people to 
see me moving around, talking, 
planning my life — even though 
I have a dubious future.” 

Luck was with him. His can- 
cer temporarily arrested, he 
headed back to Laos with enough 
money from his lectures and 
from his best-selling books, “De- 
liver Us From Evil” and “Edge 
of Tomorrow,” to continue his 
care of thousands of suffering 
Asians. ; 

Two months ago, pain, began 
to bite at Tom Dooley’s spine. 
Taken to a Hong Kong hospital, 
he was told that he had a “bony 
deterioration of the vertebrae.” 
The cancer had spread from his 
chest to his spine. Flown to Mem- 
orial Hospital in New York last 
Dec. 27, wearing a heavy back 
brace which. he called. his “iron 
maiden,” Dooley grinned and 
said: “All right, it’s malignant. 
But I am not going to quit... 
until my back, my brain, my 
blood, and my bones collapse.” 

Heavy sedatives dulled his ag- 
ony; his only visitors at Memor- 
jal Hospital were his immediate 

family, and Cardinal Spellman, 
who on the day of Dooley's 34th 
birthday last month, paid the sick 
man a call. “I tried to assure him 
that in his 34 years, he had done 
what very few have done in the 
allotted scriptural life span,” said 
the cardinal. « 

The night after his birthday, 
Tom Dooley died quietly in his 
sleep From NEWSWEEK
